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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To prevent flowing of hot water over a pan when the pan is pulled 
out, 

by a method wherein, in a gas kitchen range with a grill for domestic use, a 
stepped part is formed in front of a grill pan, and a wave dissipating plate is 
situated to the front part of a broiling net placed on the stepping part. 

CONSTITUTION: With a handle 1 pulled out, a glass 2 integrally situated to a 
glass frame by means of a screw 7, a glass frame 3, and a pan 4 are 
simultaneously pulled out. During grill cooking, water is placed in the pan 4. 
When, in the middle of cooking or on completion of cooking, the pan 4 is pulled 
out, and water producing hot water flows to the front of the pan 4 but is 
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collided with a wave dissipating plate 6 having a size A longer than that of 
the step, formed at the front part of a broiling net 5, of the pan. A part of 
the hot water is splashed back to the bottom part of the pan 4, the velocity of 
flow of the rest is reduced by means of a gap between the wave dissipating 
plate 6 and the pan 4 to return the rest to the bottom of the pan 4, and is 
prevented from flowing over the pan 4. Also when the upside of the broiling 
net 5 is down for the use, no gap between the wave dissipating plate 6 and the 
step part of the pan 4 is formed. But, since the wave dissipating plate 6 is a 
size A longer than the step of the pan 4, water is prevented from flowing over 
the pan 4. 
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
